REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


1 . Applicant takes notice that the drawings are not objected to. 

2. Claims 1-12 are pending in this application; claims 8 and 12 have been canceled, and 
claims 1 and 9 have been amended. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as unpatentable over Nauck (1-5, 8- 
10) and also over Shirley (6, 7, 1 1 and 12). However, the above amendment traverses 
this rejection in that neither Nauck nor Shirley teaches the use of a coin operated field 
video recording capability such that a player may record his or her play on the hole. 
Also, the references do not teach the use of a split screen to show the view of all of 
the video cameras simultaneously. This is considered a critical capability and step to 
fulfill the objectives of the present invention and clearly distinguishes over the prior 
art. Therefore, independent claims 1 and 9 are now in condition for allowance and 
claims 2-7 and 11 and 12 respectively, are also in condition for the same reasons as 
for the independent claims upon which they depend. Applicant respectfully requests 
that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case. 
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
